Tho govuniiiioiit wuru awaro, 
Italfour 3iiid, wlioii tlioy iii>p(jiii(^d tho iii- 
cunibont that tlic ajipoiiituiont would bo 
iitt)icked, Thoy hud Udcoii tho highest 
legal advioo, and' hrfd^beeli i^fornied that 
their action -wiis legair^ In aSditioh to this 
liidfour said tho new ofiice did not in- 
volve in it's nocoi)tunce by the ineniburs of 
the liouso of coTuiiions tho necessity of his 
rosigning mid re-coiitostiiig for ro-oluction 
hoouise tho olliue was not a pliico of pro- 
lit, but tin oniulunicutof tlio crown. 
Gladistohe says precedents require Col. 
King Hanuon to vaoitu his seat and seek 
re-election. (iladstono idso said thivt 
when ho rcproacntod' Oxford University 
ho accepted for a short period a pluco in 
the govornaiunt, without a salary, and 
uixler legal advice he had vacated his seat 
and Htood for ro-eluction.

Tlio 1aiigiin<,'o used by Clianiborlain in 
spciiking at ii meoting in Ayr lias elicited 
loud ci-jM against him, and lie hus rooeirod 
numerous lettei-s %vaming liimthat he will 
not leave Scotland alivo. Speaking to an 
aasouiblago of 25,000 [)er.son3, Chamber- 
lain Baid: "Tliu opiioneiita of tlio hill liavu 
made but", a cry against tho roprossioii of 
liberty. 'J'o commit thoft; to ruin indus- 
trious niuu and to outrage women. (Hisses 
and cheers. ) What are you hissing, the 
crime or the punishment?" (Here a man 
ri.iing and menacing Chaniberlnin cried, 
"It is nut a chanicteristic t>f the Irisli to 
outrage woiiioii. ") Then he continued 
"Do you want instiincea of insults oUerod 
to women?" (Cheers and cries of "out- 
rage;" you slanderer.") "1 did not moan 
the grossest outnige of nil, but iiorsoiial 
violence. (Cheers.) Mrs. Byera who 
while accoin[)anyitig the dead body of her 
husband was jeered and hooted along tiie 
street."

That convention, besides 
being attended by delegatus liunefltly in 
sympathy with Irolaiiil, bad dt'lcgatoH of a 
diflerent atani[) - aiJoHllcs of onti-ago and 
murder. That was tho means of that 
party to offoct a settlement. Thus they 
seek by the moat honious conspiracy ever 
dcvisod in a civilized land for literally to 
violate eA'ery law, liuiiiiiii and (liviuo. 
Do yim tliiiik it int'aiiiou.s t<i rcitrain those 
feelings, dyn.uuito explosions and at- 
tempts to as.sa-s.sinato our statcsnion ? 
This suggestion may prove a death war- 
rant to some of us.. (Cries of "no.") 
Well, what ha))pens to individuals is of 
no conHeipiunco to tho government. Our 
foes have Mynipat liiiccrs within these walls. 
Their place of attack receives encourage- 
ment from tlio.se who ought to bo the 
atroiigesb dofeiidois of our citadel. Ihis 
makes our tusk the more arduous, but we 
will not shrink from it. Wo will not yield 
to threats from whatever quarter they 
como." Mr. (!)lininberlain'H .siioech excites 
all j)artieH. I'liioiiist.s declnro itadeclanv- 
tion of war to tho knife wiih the socialists. 
(ill.idsloiiiaiiH uhargo Chamburlain with 
sLindering and villifying his {ornier col- 
leagues by hisinuating thatthey sympathi?.o 
with the perpetrators of outmgos in Ire- 
land.

In llio lioimo of coiiiiiioiw I'nrnoU iiindo 
a personal explanation with reference to 
his speech at tho Chicago convention. Ho 
said thut Chamburlain, in his speech at 
Ayr, had rejlroHentod him as saying tliat 
"the Irish party were not working ff)r the 
removal (jf grievances, " wlioroa.s, what ho 
did say M'as that they were not working 
solely for the purpose of removing 
the material grievances of tenants, but 
to obtain political reforms also. And, 
furf.her, when lie said that the govom- 
iiiuut of Irolnnd by England was iinpos- 
aible, his alluHioii wan to tho centralized 
bureau. He believed it possible that a 
nebLleiuent could be ell'octed, I onorable 
alike to England and to lroli;.id, suoli as 
was ofl'ered by Gladstone's bill. 

Sir Lyon Playfair resumed the debate 
on the coercion bill, While admitting 
tho difficulty in certain caito.s of procuring 
convictions in Ireland, ho iiaid that the 
fauts wore not so seriouH as the govern- 
ment jdleged. In England the per- 
contngo of convictions was 77 i in 
Ireland 73, The paucity of dotecUons in 
Ireland was duo to two distinct causes. 
First, tho Irish police were an annod 
military body. They did nob mix with tho 
]iooj)le and were unlit for dcitectivo work. 
Second, parliaiiioiit had bylaws heretofore 
jiassed so alieniatud ,the peo]ile that they 
regarded the law as their natural 
enemy. This bill would increase 
that enmity. So arbitrary were its pro- 
visions that ib would be inipospible for 
tenanta to combine co try to got rents re- 



duced without becoming liable to arrest 
and inipriBoniii'ent, In the ptsb two hun- 
dred years one hundred and tliirty-six co- 
ercion acts had met with unvarying failure, 
The government ought to know that 
for obodienco to tho law thoro.niust be in 
tho minds of tho governed a belief that 
the laws are based on right and justice, 
and tho Irish people wero convinced that 
there was neither right nor justice in ag- 
gravation. In accordance with the Irish 
sentiments, under which the law would 
he the law of their own oountry, orderaiid 
priisjiority would succeed to tho prevail- 
ing disorder and distress.

It places the king- 
dom's roceijits at 20!),000,000 francs; or- 
dinary expenditure at 20!),000,000 francs, 
and extraordinary exponditurcs at 12, 000,- 
000. As the customs receipts for the 
tirst three quarters of the present fiscal 
year have increased six million francs the 
budget sbates it will be unnecessary to 
have recourse to credit.

RECIPROCITY WITH HAWAJI. 

CommlsBloiipr Powell Reports His Falliiro to.

the United States.

Ho represents that 
the renewal of a reciprocity treaty be- 
tween tlio United States and Hawaii jno- 
cludod all possibdity of Canada making 
atiy arrangement in that direction. Ho 
found the whibo population and the gov- 
ornmont of King Kalakua strongly in 
favor of annexation to the United Sfatfces, 
although the king and native princes arc 
op])osed to it. Col. Powell report* that 
hfvd there been no arrangements with the 
United states tho Hawaiiavn goveniniont 
would gladly have made a treaty with 
Canada, 'i ■

The passengers im- 
mediately rii.slied to the stern, which, 
through a downward list of tho bout, was 
brought up by the deep water on that side 
of the rock, A terrible scone then ensued, .

THE KNIGirrS OP LABOR. 

A gentleman who conversed with Cardi- 
nal Taschereau on his arrival in Now York 
says: It soBma morodible to tho cardi- 
ng that a people so intellectual as tho 
Americans should allow themselves to be 
under, the control of a body of men mostly 
without education and without any system 
of organiziition. The position of the 
Kniglits of Labor in Canada ia tho simie; 
if anything, they are more i)owerful in tlie 
United Stiitos. Tho cardinal has con- 
demned them because they interfere with 
order— with society. , They have been the 
cause of diipression 'o.*-' trade in' this coun- 
try, ordering^ nuraunvtis strikes, and are 
the apostles of disord'T, . . Tlio iionsiatory 
in Homo only lasted a few houra. Cardi- 
nal Gibbons' appeal for tho Kniglits of 
Labor was listened to in silence by tlio 
members of the ponsistoty. Ah » rule 
but few knew whatf the, flights of Labor 
really wettj.' ' A year and a"hjiilf ago they 
were condljinncd by his holiness in Can- 
ada. They at once promised to ecjnforni 
to tho laws of tho Catholic church — to 
drop their secret password, thoir Masonic 
machinery, and many otlior objectionable 
featiires. From Canjinal Gibbons' npi)eiil 
in Rome it wm understbbd by the consis-; 
tory that this' had boen done. Conse- 
quently Cardinal Gibbons' statements were 
received with favor. But tiie Knights 
of Labor have not been approved 
by the Catliolic church. Tlioy are 
simply on trial, /is it were, subject 
to ajjproval. But lot a gouer(*l strike be 
ordered, and the gi«i^'.appr6Vid will bo at 
once withdrawn. Cawlinal 'Taschereau is 
assured that this order has not been ap 
proved by tho churcli, and never will be 
approved. It will remain cojidonniod in 
Canada, and it is ridiculmis to suppose 
that the same order could bo condemned 
Ln one jwrtof the country and blessed .uul 
granted privileges Mii- aKtifctteir; Cardinal 
Taschereau is determined' thiit'tlio Kiiigiit.s 
of Labor shall not receive the a])|jioba- 
tion (if the cluireh, and has reeeivud the 
strongest asBurancos that suuh will never 
bo tlio case. Ho considers the order a 
species of Freemasonry, in direct opposi- 
tion with tho spirit of tho ehnrcli — an 
order that has no head, composed of il- 
literate men who would plunge the coun- 
try, if needs bo, into anarclij'. At lirst 
tho Freemasons, who were estjiblished by 
a religions order in the chiircli, lloui-i.shiid 
under the j)rotection of numerous jiriesta 
and bishops. But there came a time when 
tho strong, arm of Rome felled it to the 
groUhd^^th'ti' single blow .so far as its 
Catholic membership was eonoei iied. This 
will bo the CISC with the Knights of 
Labor. The cardinal ia nutliorized l)y 
Rome to continue the condemnation of 
tho church as to this body of ;, men. 
Cardinal Manning's letter '"madi3 little or 
no impression on Cardinal Tasclicreau. 
He did not regard it for a moment as a 
document in favor of the Knights of 
Labor. In fiict, there is not a word in 
that letter wliich refers to the Knights of 
Labor. Ho speaks of the rigiits of hibor 
and his being enrolled in the knighthood 
of that order, but does not refer to the 
American society of tho Knights of Labor. 
In fact, notwithstjindiiig sensational re- 
ports. Cardinal Gibbon's atipo.d at lionie 
produced little effect. Cardinal Tascher- 
eau is delighted with his reception at 
Rome. His private secrot,iry, Father 
Marois, was created a Monsignor. This 
makes the sixth Monsignor in His 
Eininonco's household.

Ho '.lolc a prominunt part 
in locjil luf^iHlation ; carried bills 
for regulating municipal asaoHsmenla ; 
in reference to tho gold lields; restricting 
the election naTit'hiae, previously univer- 
sal, to ratepayers; and assisted in mattir- 
ing measures in roforonce to education. 
Ho wuo sworn of the Piivy Council, July 
Ist, 1867, and was secretjiry of state for 
tho provinces from that date until early 
in 1868 when he resigned. He was lieii- 
tenant^govemor of Manitoba and tho 
• Norbhweat territdrieg, from" 20th May, 
1870, until May, 1873, when he resigned ; 
and Judge in Equity of Nova Scotia, from 
24th, Juno, 1873, until tho 4tli J uly of tho 
aame year) when ho was appointed lieu- 
tenant-governor of Nijva Scotia, on the 
death. of tlio Hon. .Joseph Howu. He was 
0Q6.of tho directors of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway,', lander t'Sir Hugh Allen in 
1873, and was created a Companion of tho 
Order of St. Michael and St. (iorgo in 187G. 
HosatforColcliester in tho N. S. AHaoiiibly 
from 1851 to 1859, when tliu county being 
divided he was returned for SnuthColchoa- 
ter, whichhe represented until the Union. 
Ho sat fur Colchester in the Hmuho of 
Commons from September, 1869, until he 
was appointed' lieutonant-goveruor of 
Manitoba in May, 1870. 

Heoccupied the lioutonant-govoriiorBhip 
of his native proyince for a second term, 
"-haying boofi succeeded by (iho Hon. M. H, 
Rioh»y, tho present governor, and his 
occupancy of Government Houso was 
as M'ell a guboniatoriid as a social 
■uccuM. A cultured gentleman and a 
•oholarljr student he only omorRed from 
privMy toientet tho political arena whan 
be felt it hii dutf, during the recent cam- 
paign, to »MiBt: in (defeating the mnohina- 
tions of the repeaWA— with what aUccesa | thu^Slo 
haibeenaoen.

At 3 o'clock this afternoon, his excel- 
lency the governor-general and *iu<e drove 
down from government house. New Edin- 
burgh, to tho entrance to tho senate and 
proceeded in state to open tho first session 
of tho seventh parliament of Canada. His 
excellency was attended by a strong botly- 
guard and ti dotachmunt was stationed in 
the grounds. Soldiers, police and detec- 
tives wore scattered throughout tho build- 
ing. A salutu of artillery was fired from 
Nepean Point as his oxcelloncy entered 
the grounds. In tho sonato gallery there 
were no strangers.

The reeve briefly explaiiied that the 
object of tho meeting was to's'elect a can- 
didate to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of tho'late premier, Hon. Wm. 
Smithe. 

Mr. W. C. Duncan was elected chair- 
man, and Mr. Angus J. Boll secretary. 

The chairman invited all aspiring candi- 
dates who wished to enter the political 
arena to tako seats on the pliitforni. 
Messrs. W. J. Sutton, H. (.). Wellburn, 
John N. Evans, Henry Fry and Dr. Row- 
bothani rospondod to the invitation. 

Mr. N\'ollburn was first called on to ad 
dress the meeting, and was received with 
Pl <iau8e. Ho said he was a firm support- 
er of the govern nieiit, bnt"odvild not agree 
with them on tho recent amendment to 
muiiicipaUtie^Mtj ;as ri^ji^ards the granting 
of lii|uor licenses. Ho considered it as an 
injustice. He trusted, if chosen, he would 
not ju'ove an unworthy candidate. 

Mr. Williams — ^Aro you in favor of any 
further loans being enacted ? 

Mr. Wellburn — Not unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Mr. Fry was then called on, and was 
received with cheers. Ho considered it 
would bea mockery to the niomory of tho 
late premier if wo sent a man down to 
oppose the government. Ho eulogized 
the ])olicy of the govomment at some 
length, and said if ciiosmh as a candidate 
he would endeavor to follow in the lato 
premier's footstops. Ho did not agree 
with tho amendment to the licensing 
act, and was sure if Mr. Smitlie were 
alive it would never have been introduced 
[cheers]. 

Dr. Rowbotliam then addressed the 
meeting. He was sure everybody regrot- 
tod tho loss of Mr. Sinitho, but did not 
ngrco with Mr. Fry that wo should follow 
in his footsteps. He said he was an "in- 
dopejidehtoandidate;"j^]us.motto is "Mca 
suroB not^ men. " [loud clieors]. He also 
was very much ojiposod to tho amend- 
ment to the Municipality Act, and con- 
siderud it as an insult to tho licensing 
board. 

Mr. Sutton next camo forward and 
was received with loud aiiplauso. Hu 
said ho was in favor of tho policy of the 
present government. Ho considered it 
the best on the whole for the ccmntry. 
He did not approve of any further loans 
being enacted unless his constituents 
wished it. . He wtts very much ojjposed 
to the Amendment to tho Municipidiiv 
Act. 

Mr. J. N. Evana here read a letter from 
Mr. J. P. Hocith, stating ho was sorry ho 
could not attend tbo mooting, but would 
be willing to becomo a candidate if tho 
electors tvishcd him.
